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REMARKS 

Claims 21 and 23-42 are pending in the application. Claims 21 and 23-28 have been 
allowed. Claims 1, 3-9, 11 and 13-19 have been cancelled without prejudice or disclaimer of the 
subject matter therein. New claims 29-42 have been added. The Examiner is respectfully 
requested to allow new claims 29-42 in view of the remarks herein. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. §103 
Claims 1, 3-9, 11 and 13-19 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Pat. No. 6,243,692 ("Floyd") in view of U.S. Pat. Pub. No. 2003/0152904 
("Doty"). This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

Claims 1, 3-9, 1 1 and 13-19 have been cancelled without prejudice or disclaimer of the 
subject matter therein. Consequently, the rejection has been rendered moot. 

New claims have been added and include statutory method claims 29-35, and statutory 
computer program product claims 36-42. The features of claims 29 and 30-35 parallel the 
features of allowed claims 21 and 23-28, respectively. The features of claims 36 and 37-42 
parallel the features of allowed claims 21 and 23-28, respectively. Therefore, favorable 
consideration and allowance of new claims 29-42 are respectfully requested.
